There has been much eriticiam of late a8 
to the inaufliciency of the long range target 
practice of our flect, The importance of 
such practice is one of the Jessons of tho 
preaont, wat, where there haa boon na fight- 
ing botween ships at ranges of less than 
4,000 yards. Indeed, at Chemulpho the 
‘Asama shot the Variag to pieces at between 
8,000 and 4,000 yarda. 

The range for ordinary firing bas hitherto 
beon under 2,000 yards in our Navy, 
thoagh the larger ships on rate occasions 
firo at. much longer ranges, The perform- 
ance at extreme ranges is of importance, 28 
then the conditions most closely approxi- 
mate to those of actual war. 

The recent performance of the powerful 
armoured cruiser Good Hope, tiring at 6,000 
yardn off the coast of Morocco, will thero- 
Tore ho atudied with close “attontion. 

Tho total number of shots discharged 
was 120 from the 9.2in, and Gin. guns.
